LIQUID PORES, 


An Entertaining Experiment With Al- 
cohol and Water. 

Tt is not easy to imagine liquids as 
| having pores, though this seems to be 
the case as shown by certain famitlar 
experiments. When a certain amount 
of powdered sugar is slowly poured 
into warm water, the water will dis. 
#olve the sugar and appear to absorb 
,| lt without increasing its volume. Sim- 

larly, when alcohol is poured into wa- 
ter the resulting volume is less than 
the sum of the two volumes. 
| For instance, if fifty parts of water 
and fifty parts of alcohol be mi,td to- 
| gether they will make only niuety-four 
parts. Apparently one of the liquids 
| has entered into the “pores” of the 
| other. This experiment, as commonly 
| performed in laboratories, consists in 
| putting measured quantities of the two 
| iquids together, but the effect would 
be far more striking were it possible 

for students to see one of the liquids 
| actually “soaking” into the other, This 
| can be done in the following way: 

Take two glasses, one filled to the 
| brim with water and the other with 

alcohol. In order to show the effect 
to better advantage, color the alcohol 
| with red ink. The glasses should not 
| be over fuli—that is, the surface of the 
| liquid should not bulge above the rim 
of the giass. When everything is 
ready, plzce a sheet of paper over the 
| glass full of alcohol, and with a band 
| on tke paper to keep it down on the 
| rim of the glass invert the tumbler, 
| and the liquid will remain in the glass,

That 
is what the liquor traffic does— 
and does every year. _It destroys 
the cash value of the entire wheat 
crop of the plains, 

On the other hand, if by some 
new virtue in the sunbeams, or new 
e ement in the soil, the crop now 
ripening should yield just double 
its present promise, and 200,000,000 
busheis be reaped, and an extra 
seventy-six millions of  dollors 
should find their way into the 
banks to the credit of the produc- 
ers, then we would see such a new 
dawn of prosperity as would make 
allthe past look dim_ beside it, 
The destruction of the liquor traf- 
fic would have just that effect. 

The entire paid-up capital of 
the charted banks in Canada in 
1908 was $96,147,526. The direct 
cost of the liquor traffic was seven- 
ninths of the capital of the chart- 
ered banks, 

Canada’s national debt in 1908 
was $408, 207, 158, enough to pay 
our liquor bill for a little over five 
years.

The liquor traffic is a parasite, 
feeding upon prosperity, but not 

roducing it. The report of the 

ritish Royal Commission states 
that only 7 per cent of the cost of 
manufacturing intoxicating liquors 
goes to labor. The Canadian year 
book places the wages at 124 per 
cant. The value to the manufact- 
urers of the liquor produced in 1906 
the latest given by the © year book, 
was $14,394,319. The pir en paid 
out in wages in order to produce 
this was $1,795,765. 

The same authority gives the 
value of the material used as 33 
per cent, of the manufacturers’ 
value; that would be for 1906, 
$4.798,106. 

Or, adding wages and cost of 
the material, there .was handed 
back to the producers and wage- 
earners of Canada $6,593,87!, for 
an expenditure of, say $70,000,000. 

The difference. went to 262 man- 
ufacturers and to 6000 license 
holders and their tar-keepers, p!us 
over a million dollars received for 
goods exported. 

It is true that the “trade” hand- 
ed back about $14,000,000 in taxes 
but this is no gain to the country, 
as the cost of looking after the 
trade and its fruits was this much 
and more, : 


Troating the Forest as 
a Crop 

The progress of the Conservation 
policy of Canada, as applied to for- 
est resources, depends more upon 
the Forestry Branch of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, the upon 
any 0 arganization. nm the 
fehaier Ree tecieand oxeniii ve 
avility of the officers of the Forest- 
ry Branch depends the future of 
the forest on 16,000,000 acres of 
Dominion Forest Reserves, as well 
as upon the large area of non-agri- 
cultural forest land in Western 
Canada, which for the good of the 
co”ntry may yet be set aside as 
permanent forest reserves. In ad- 
dition to looking after Dominion 
lands the Forestry Branch is now 
being asked by Eastern land own- 
ers to'furnish advice as to the best 
means of securing at the earliest 
date a profitable crop of timber on 
waste land or wood-lots. The prop- 
er administration of forest lands 
requires a special knowledge of the 
trees best adapted to each region, 
of their uses, and of the markets. 
Further there is needed knowled 
of the habits of all trees, especially 
af the merchantable species. so 
that it may be known how rapidly 
they grow, how they produce their 
seed, when and under what condit- 
ions the seed germinates, and in 
what way the seedlings and young 
trees are affected by their surroun- 
dings. Such knowledge is gained 
only by long study and experience. 
In order that the new Rocky 
Mountain Forest Reserves may be 
administered according to the lat- 
est scientific knowledge and the 
best experience, the Forestry 
Branck is now making detailed 
studies of the habits of the mer- 
chantable species uf trees on the 
Eastern slope of the Rockies in 
Alberta and has sent one of the 
men in charge of the work to study 
the systems of forest managenient 
practised during tne past few years 
by the highly developed United 
States Forest Service in the Nat- 
ional Forests of Montana. The 
United States Foresters have spent 
large sums of money and availed 
themselves of the experience of 
many men in developing plans of 
lumbsring which do not inconve- 
nience the luambermen but which 
ensure the protection ‘»ud_ repro- 
duction of the forest and the Can- 
adion Forestry Branch intends to

It appears, according to Captain 
Jones’ statement, that very early this 
morning a man called upon him in a 
public house and demanded to know 
what he would require for passage to 
the River Plate. Satisfactory terms 
having been arranged, the stranger 
came aboard the British Queen and 
immediately repaired to his bunk. So 
far as the captain could see, his pas- 
senger was exceedingly reticent, he 
seemed desirous of avoiding publicity; 
in fact, the skipper of the British 
Queen put him down as a_ fugitive 
from justice. All the same, he asked 
no questions; presumably he had been 
well content to hold his tongue in re- 
turn for a liberal fee in the way of 
money. So far as Captain 
Jones knows, his passenger slept com- 
fortably enough, and it is quite eyi- 
dent that he partook of breakfast in 
the morning. What happened subse- 
quently, it is somewhat difficult to 
say, for Captain Jones was busy on 
his own deck looking after the safety 
of his ship. These events took place 
shortly before the Red Cross was 
sighted. 

“It was at this time that Captain 
Jones believes that he heard a shrill 
scream coming from the cabin, as if 
his passenger had met with an acci- 
dent, or had been frightened by some- 
thing out of the common. He came | 
on deck a moment later, looking like 
a man who had deve!oped a dangerous 
mania. He seemed to be fiving from 
some unseen terror, and, indeed, gave 
every indication suggestive of the 
conclusion that he was suffering from 
a severe attack of delirium tremens. 
Captain Jones does not share this 
view, though it is generally acceptéd 
by his crew.

“The relations of peace and friend- 
ship being therefore interrupted be- 
tween the two cuntries Italy consid- 
ers herself from this moment in a state 
of war with Turkey, I have therefore 
the honor to make known to Your 
Highness that passports will be plac- 
ed at the disposal of the charge d’af- 
faires at Rome and I beg Your High- 
ness to hand passports to the repre- 
sentaives of the Italian government. 
“Ottoman subjects may continue to 
reside in Italy without fear of an at- 
tack upon their persons, property, or 
affairs.”

Constantinople—Turkey’s war min- 
ter, according to the reports current 
here recently, has received a despatch 
from the late Turkish military attache, 
who has resumed command of the 
troops at Tripoli, stating that the Ital- 
ians had disembarked, but the Turks 
succeeded in sinking the first two 
barges. It is rumored also that Ital- 
ian forces have landed both at Tripoli 
and Benghazi. 

The Turkish cabinet has resigned. 
Said Pasha, assuming the office of 
grand vizier, and Kiamil Pasha that 
of foreign minister.

From Arctic Lands 


Quebec, Que.—Captain Bernier, the 
Canadian explorer, moored his steam- 
er, the Arctic, at Borland’s wharf re- 
cently, and-gave a brief account of his 
northern trip to the press. 

He left Quebec with a crew of 36 
on July 7, 1910, and brought all back 
well. He went within 25 miles of 
Bank’s Land, at the entrance of the 
Northwest passage, which he might 
have made but would-not risk his ship 
and those on board, as the ice was 
the worst he had ever seen. The ship 
took 15 days to make one hundred and 
fifty miles, a large amount of old ice 
being congealed with the new. 

On the way up Captain Bernier 
made four caches in order to have pro- 
visions.on his return. These were at 
Point Inland, Erebus Bay, Dealey Isle 
and Winter Harbor. He had intended 
to winter at Admiralty inlet, but this 
was so blocked with ice that he could 
not get in, and he wintered at Arctic 
Bay, which he reached on September 
15, 1910. 

After they received mails from Can- 
ada on August 10, 1910, at Baffin’s 
Land, the party heard nothing from 
civilization till they reached Father 
Point. 

The Arctie left its winter quarters 
for home on July 7, 1911, and had diffi- 
eulty even then in fighting its way 
out. 

No new land was discovered or tak- 
en possession of, but 300 miles of coast 
was surveyed during the winter from 
Cape Kater to Lakes Fury and Hecla. 


SMUGGLERS UNDER ARREST 


Chicago Jeweller and His Wife Held 
in New York for Wholesale 
Smuggling of Diamonds 


New York.—A rubber stocking and 
a petticoat with 25 pockets in it are 
the means by which Rudolph New- 
man, a Chicago jeweller, and his wife 
are alleged to have tried to smuggle 
diamonds and others precious stones 
and jewellery into this country. They 
arrived on the New Amsterdam, of 
the Holland-American line, accom- 
panied by two mall children. 

Newman, when arraigned before 
United States Commissioner Russ, 
furnished $2,000 bail, while Mrs| New- 
man was paroled on her own recog- 
nizance on account of her two small 
children, who needed her care. 

There has not, according to the cus-' 
toms authorities, been such a flagrant 
case of alleged smuggling reported at 
the Customs House in months past. 
In the rubber stocking which Newman 
wore tied about the lower portion of 
his body, the Customs officials say 
they found a quantity of uncut dia- 
monds valued at about $1,500 and in 
the pockets of his wife’s petticoat 
numerous packages of small jewellery 
and a number of garnets and other 
stones, said to be worth about $5,000, 
All the jewels were seized. 

Had it not been for the fact that 
Newman was under suspicion b°cause 
of his frequent trips to Europe, the 
gems probably would have remained

Tortoise Shell 


The finest of tortoise shell is said 
to be that which comes from the In- 
dian archipelago, although much. of 
that obtained on the Florida coast is 
of the very best quality, says the Sci- 
entific American. There are three 
rows of plates on the back of the 
animal called “blades” by the fisher- 
men. In the central row. are five 
plates, and in each Of the others four 
plates, the latter containing the best 
material. «Besides these there are 
twenty-five small plates around the 
edges of the shell,*known as ‘“‘feet’’ or 
The biggest turtle does not 
furnish more than sixteen pounds of 
shell. Formerly the ‘undershell was 
discarded as worthless, but now it is 
much esteemed for its delicacy of 
coloring. Sometimes imitation of tor- 
toise shell is made of the horns of 
cows.
